Perhaps it i» not generally known that 


tariff abns<* va* the mam nm*e of tbe 
formation of onr federal constitution, 
which WJB adopted in 1TS7. tint BUC)I is 
tbe fact. Tbe supreme power previou 
to that tune was Tested in congress 
which could declare tbe amount of a tax 
but could not collect a dollar of it. AH 
of this wag resurred to the State?, be 
sides which the States reserved to them 
salve* tbe right to reanlate commerce 
and the right to tax exchange*. It wa- 
ll >t lonjj before high aud one'oiw Untie' 
Wire exacted bym.inyof Hie States for 
the "protection of horn-* indu-itry," as 
was argue.1, then and is now repeated bj 
the Republican party. 
States levied 


duties upon the production of othei 
States oroadag their borders. Wise men 
•aw that this nyslem coald not l.nt with 
oat destroying tbe prosperity of the 
country, so in 1706 the two States of 
Virginia and Maryland elected cummis 
siuners to remedy the evil from which the 
whole country Buffered, so far at least as 
those two States were concerned, by re 
moving the duties and embargoes, be 
tween them.
